The Australian press has commented adversely on Mosicy's 
release The Mervusovenr Sun describes the British 
action as an “astonishing psycholorical 
blunder.” and says that Britain's case has been harmed by 
frecing Mosicy at a time when better men are being killed 
and maimed.

JEW KILLED IN 
POLICE SEARCH 


Palestine Government Policy 


A search was carried out on Tuesday in last week 
by police and soldiers at the Jewish collective 
settiement Ramat Hakovesh, in the Vailey of 


were fired by the police and 35 settlers were arresicd. 

An official communiqué published by the Palestine 
Government sthted that “highly tendentious 
aceounts of the search at Ramat Hakovesh were 
given wide publicity.” accounts which were ™ cal- 
culated to misicad and inflame public opinion,” 
and then proceeded to give what it described as 
“actual facts. The search, was stated, was the 
resuk of reports that “ certain deserters from the 
Polish Army were harboured at Ramat Hakovesh, 
and, moreover, that at this settlement there was a 
(ramming camp of a uni of an illegal armed organisa- 
tion, and that illegal arms were concealed there.”

by violence to prevent the police from carrying out 
their lawful duty and generally subjected them to

Certam 
Military equipment was found in &@ camp within 
the perimeter of the settlement, and the occupants 
were arrested 

In conclusion, the communiqné stated that no 
shots were fired until the withdrawal of the police 
party, when, im order to secure the personal salcty 
of the rearguard, the. police officer commanding 
the party fred two shots from 4 revolver, wounding 
one man, but not seriously (this man has since 
died.) (The Paicor News Agency says that it under- 
stands that no arms were found.)

MIKHOELS AND FEFFER | 
Farewell Meeting at Stoll Theatre 


Anglo-Jewry said “ au revoir “ to Prof. Solomon 
Mikhoels and Licut-Col. Itzik Feffer at a crowded 
and enthusiastic gathering at the Stoli Theatre, 
London, last Sunday. ; 

Mr. C. B. Cochran, who presided, said that he 
recoiled from the horrors that were being suficred 
by the Jews. As a man of the theatre, he paid 
tribute to the contribution not only of the Soviet 
theatre, but also of the Jews. 

Professor Mikhoels said that soon they would be 
going home to the Soviet Union. They had been 
to the U.S.A., Canada, Mexico, and Britain, and 
had brought greetings from the Soviet war front. 
They had made it clear that the Jews were all fight- 
ing one battle, against the worst enemy of humanity, 
who was also the arch-enemy of Jewry. The enemy 
was Nazism and Fascism. 

In Lwow, the Germans had separated parents 
from their children and had told the young people 


‘ that if they would beat the old they would go free. 


None had moved. When a Jewish mother cried: 
“ Beat me, I am old and have lived long enough,” 
no one stirred. 

Holy Jewish books were brought out, and the 
Jews were told to dance on them. But ihe Jews had 
refused; and had shown themselves a . worthy 
people. 

The Jewish people had lived apart, in separate 
communities in different countries, without unity. 
But now, in face of the Nazi “ volksmord,” they 
had found the language of a common people. 

“The Jewish people will. not die,. because it 


fights. 
Chief Rabbi's Welcome 


The Chief Rabbi welcomed them as representa- 
tives of the Yiddish-speaking world. “ We feel it 
a great misfortune,” he said, “that for over 20 
years a great centre of Jewish life had been cut 
off from us.” 

He also welcomed them as the ambassadors of 
the Soviet” Government. The Sovicts had saved 
1,800,000 Jews from annihilation. 

“ Russia,” he went on, “is a land where anti- 
Semitism ‘is outlawed and is regarded as a crime 
against humanity.” 

He had never been a propagandist for what was 
called “ the Jewish Army,” yet he felt that if the 
Jews of Palestine had been allowed to fight as Jews 
and not a@ Palestinians, that would have been an 
act of justice. 


The Chief Rabbi called on the Jews to make the 


Jewish Fund for Soviet Russia‘a success, worthy of 
Jewry and worthy of Britain. 

Mr. J. D. Mack, M.P., said that he and this 
country regretted profoundly that they had Iet loose 
at that moment a certain figure. 

Lieut .-Colonel Feffer said that the results of the 
Moscow Conference showed that the end of Nazism 
was coming; but the happenings at Zhitomir showed 
that the Germans still had strength. 

He called for unity among all peoples to smash 
Nazism and to rebuild a new world. 

Jewish memibers of the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
Defence Services, the Merchant Navy, and the 
factory, among others, gave messages of greetirigs 
to the Soviet visitors and t6 the Red Army and 
people.

CLOTHING FOR RUSSIA 
Relief Organisation’s Appeal 


Anglo-Jewry is to be called on to collect clothing 
to be forwarded to Soviet Russia. Consignments 
are to be distributed in areas where Jewish refugees 
and evacuees are congregated. 

This was the decision of a special conference of 
leaders of Congregations and Societies convened by 
the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations at 
Woburn House last Sunday morning, 

The conference welcomed the arrangements made 
with Professor Mikhoels and Lieut.<‘>i. Feffer. 

Professor Mikhoels gave an outline ot the position 
of the Jews in the U.S.S.R., and showed how in a 
land free from anti-Semitism, friendship and unity 
between all the peoples had developed firmly. That 
was why they had insisted that there coukd be no 
earmarking of clothes for Jews. 

In religious matiers, Professor Mikhoels went on, 
there was complete freedom of expression. If a 
Jew wanted matzot for Passover he could get them. 
Although there was a midnight curfew, this was 
raised for religious Jews on Holy-days. , 

“One freedom thefe is not in my country,” he 
declared. “ That is freedom for Fascism. When 
a Fascist goes into a cell he never comes out.”” 

The Chief Rabbi, who presided, expressed his 
pleasure at the purpose of the conference and said 
that Professor Mikhoels had uttered nothing to 
which any Jew, even the most pious, could take 
exception. 

_Licut.-Col, Feffer said the Chief Rabbi would be 
given a great welcome in Moscow. : 

From the day the Soviet Union was invaded 
evacuation of civilians had begun.

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PALESTINE STATISTICS 


Despite the war and its preoccupations and 
difficulties, the Government of Palestine continues 
to publish every year—in some instances every 
month—the very valuable sfatistics in the absence 
of which any examination of the economic and 
social problems of the country would be very 
difficult, if at all possible. Unfortunately, some of 
these publications of the Government, in particular 
the Annual Report to the Mandates Commission 
and the Blue Book, have had to be suspended, but 
much remains. The General Monthly Bulletin of 
Current Statistics appears regularly, and the 
Statistics of Migration and Naturalisation for the 
year 1942 have just arrived in this country. (Depart- 
ment of Migration. The Statistics of Migration and 
Naturalisation for the year 1942. Jerusalem, 1943. 
6s.) The Report of the Commissioner of Migra- 
tion, however, is no longer included, and the book 
or pamphiet now costs 6s. instead of 3s. 

In the year 1942, 150,201 persons (exclusive of members 
of the Armed Forces) entered Palestine and 149.229. left. 
Of the former 20.599 were Jews, and of the letter 18.400. 
The net Jewish increase as 2 consequence of migration was, 
therefore, 2.199. The paralic! figures for the Arabs showed 
a decrease of 1.775. Registered Jewish immigrants numbered 
2,178, and emigrants, that is. chose who stated that they 
had no intention of returning within a year. 130. Of the 
Arabs. 414 were registered as immigrants, and 95 stated 
their intention to remain out of Palestine for at least year 
Of the Jewish immigrants, 99 were so-<alicd Capitaliats 
and 1,040 were brought in under the Labour Schedule. The 
remamder were, with few exceptions, dependants of immi- 
grants or of residents. In addition w the immigrants aiready 
mentioned. 16 Jews and 9 Arabs.who had previously entered 
Palestine as visitors were permitted to setiic. All of those 
Arabs and 13 of the Jews wefe former residents who had 
left the country years ago 

Of the Jewish immigrants, 442 were born in trac. 405 mn 
Poland, 185 in Turkey, and 151 in Germany.

wenty-one Jewish residents and eleven British 
constables were injured on Saturday, when demon- 
strators, protesting against the search at Ramat 
Hakovesh and the suspension of the Hebrew press, 
clashed with the police in Tel-Aviv. The 
demonstrations lasted four hours. Ejsght civilians 
suffered injuries when the crowd was attacked by 
the police with batons, and seven policemen were 
injured by stones thrown at them. A 15-year-old 
boy was wounded by a bullet, although m is re- 
ported that the police did not fire throughout the 


disturbances. 
Windows at the office of the District Com- 
missioner were smashed, and burning parafin- 


The fire was quickly 
ut out by the Municipal Fire Brigade. The Union 
ack which had been removed from the butiding 

was replaced by the Jewish flag. Troops arrived, 

cordoning off the Government offices and closing 

a section of the road. 

The Mayor of Tel-Aviv, Mc. Israel Rokach, 
unsuccessfully attempted to calm down the demon- 
strators. Major Saunders, Inspector-General of 
Police, and the District Commissioner, Mr. R. E. H. 
Crosbie, also arrived on the scene, 

Three mass protest meetings were held in Tél-Aviv 
on the Sunday morning. The speakers included 
the Mayor and Deputy-Mayor of Tel-Aviv, as well 
as Labour leaders and journalists, all urging the 
Yishuv to keep calm, but at the same time warning 
the Government of the danger to public security il 
the searches were to continue 

A large protest meeting was also held at Haifa, 
where no incidents developed. Four thousand 
people attended 

The Hebrew papers had not resumed publication 
over the week-end, The Government . published 
a Hebrew daily bulletin, under the name of YEDIOTN 
Havom, but bundles of ‘this pubiication*® were 
publicly burned in a bonfire in Tel-Aviv. ; 


Mr. Israel} Rokach approached the Palestine 
Government, asking that Yepior Hayom should

Rally of Jewish Workers 

Ad impressive protest rally of Jewish workers 
from all over the country was held in Ramat 
Hukovesh on Sunday. Leaders of the Histadrut,

Telegraph. and Railway workers, the 
Union of Engineers and Architects, the Women 
Workers ( ouncil. lL abou youth erganrsation and 
other Labour groups took part uf the. meeting. 
The Chairman of the local Council, Mr, Ovadia, 
presided.’ 

David Ben-Gurion, who was the onty 
emphasised that they had no quarrel with 
and the Indian troops, but with those 
sent them.

He further demanded that the Government should 
put an end to its persecution of Haganah and its 
campaign of slanders. “ The very few arms in our 
possession,” he declared, “ will. be retamed for 
defence purposes, and we shall guard them with 
the greatest of care. The gangs of the Mufti are 
organising and purchasing arnts, not for defence 
but for the of attacks.” 

Shmuci Wolmictz, the man who. was iojured 
during the search, died of his injuries on Sunday 
morning at the Government hospital at Nablus, His 
body was brought to the Hadassah Hosptial in 
Jerusalem on Sunday afternoon for post-mortem 
examination The funeral took place on Monday, 
at Ramat. Hakovesh 

When the news of the arrival of the body in 
Jerusalem became known, all traffic was suspended 
and the shops were closed between 4 and 5° p.m. 
A guard of honour was provided in Jerusalem by 
the Labour Council to watch over the body 

Wolinietz. who was 37, was born in Potand,- 
educated at the Wolozhyn Yeshiva, and went to 
Palestine in 1936 He leaves a widow, who herset! 
was seriously wounded by a land-mine during the 
Arab disturbances shortly before the war. During 
the search she.was slightly wounded. He also leaves 
a little daughter.

Rebuked by Non-Jews 


isaac Isaacs, former Governor-General o! 
ustratia, has publicly opposed the campaign 
orgamsed by Australian Jews to protest against the 
Palestine White Paper. After a Jewish protest 
mecting had been announced, Sir Isaac threatened to 
atiack im the daily press the cause in support of 
which the meeting was called unless the meeting was 
abandoned 

Sir Isaac's demand was rejected by the sponsors of 
the meeting, whereupon he published a letter in the 
local newspapers stating that everything depended 
on an Allied victory, and that the United Nations 
cannot afferd to jeopardise their ultimate triumph 
by anmtagonising the Moslems of the world. If the 
meeting took up the demand voiced at the Zionist 
conference in Sydney last May for the immediate 
abolition of the White Paper and the opening of the 
doors of Palestine for free Jewish immigration, “it 
will be playing with dynamite,” Sir Isaac wrote. 

He added that Palestine was only one of the possible 
Naces of refuge for Jews from Eurape. But Palestine, 

¢ said, was the one place fraught with — for the 
he war. * 

The meeting that Sir Isaac had opposed duly took 
piace ine the Melbourne Town Hall, and Was 
crowded to the doors. A message from Professor 
A. H. Ciusholm, of Melbourne University, 
expressed strong disagreement with Sir Isaac's 
remarks, “ which looked ferribly like one moré 
appeasement policy.” 

Mr. John V. Barry, K.C.. one of the feading 
members of the Australian Labour Party, said that 
the suggestion that any one of those present would 
do anything to impede or hinder the triumph of 
the Allied Nations was preposterous. Other son- 
Jewish speakers included Mr. Maurice Blackburn, 
a former member of the Federal Parliament, and 


the Rev, Frank Cole Drake. ‘ 
Mr. Alec Masel, President of the Australian 
Jewish Advisory Board, said that the Australian 


Jewish community stood four-square behind the 
sponsors of, this meeting in urging the withdrawal 
of the Palestine White Paper.

A JEWISH STATE 


Viscount Cecil on the Jews’ 
Treatment 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann presided over a mectin 
which was held at Friends House, Euston Road. 
N.W.1, on Tuesday evening to commemorate the 
26th anniversary of the Balfour Declaration. 

Dr. Weizmann asked what was the actual meanimn 
of the Balfour Declaration. A whole literature ha 
been written about it, but it had been summed up 
most admirably, he thought, both by Mr. Lloyd 
George and by Mr. Churchill and, he thought, 
occasionally by Viscount Cecil, that in the enc—the 
end of an evolution—it meant a Jewish State, a 
Jewish Commonwealth; that the Jewish National 
Home through its growth and natural development 
would culminate in a Jewish State. (Applause.) Ht 
was first definitely formulated by the Peel Commis- 
sion and he thought i had since become a common- 
place, and they lieved that that, in view of the 
particular situation of the Jews at present, was the 
only possible and dignified solution (Applause.) 

“Out of this war,” continued Dr. Weizmann, 

‘we hope will emerge this solution. Because we 
cannot imagine that the world will overlook the 
sufferings and the position of a group which had 
made its contribution to the culture of humanity. 
The erection of a Jewish Commonwealth is. the test 
of sincerity of all the great principles which are 
to-day being spoken and written about.” (Applausc.) 

To establish the Jews permanently and definitely 
in Palestine would be a contribution to Arab inde- 
pendence, a contribution to the security of the 
Allied cause .in that part of the world, and, at the 
end, the wandering Jew will find a resting place 
in the only place where it can give full development 
to his creative energy. (Applause.) “ How long it 
will take to come about, when we shall see it, | 
know not. That rests on the knees of the gods. 
Bui I am certain that it will come.” (Applausc.) 


Two Aspects 
Viscount Cecil said it seemed to him that this 
question hdd two entirely separate aspects. There 
was what might be called the Jewish aspect, with 
which they were all perfectly lamiliar—ihe giving to 
the ancient Jewish people a rallying point, a 


Home. which must be in Palestine. 
But in addition to that was the international 
aspect, which seemed to him sometimes a hittle 


overlooked, They had, of course,-had their atten- 
tion Very painfully drawn to it by recent events— 
by the incredible horrors that had been committed 
by the Germans in Poland and clsewhere against 
the Jews. But one must admit that even to Hitler 
this would not have been possible but for an-under- 
lying atmosphere that existed. He referred, of 
course, to anti-Semitism. That was the thing which 
they had to deal with primarily and essentially. 

Now, much might be said as to the cause of anti- 
Semitism. But there was one cause which was 
strictly international and of the greatest possible 
unpeortahce-—and that was 4 certain ambiguity im 
the iniernational status of the Jew. The Jew, had 
he not a certain double loyahy?. No Englishman 
could doubt that the Jew might be, and more often 
was, an enthusiastically loyal and patriotic English- 
man. But he was also a loyal and patriotic Jew. 
That produced the double loyalty to which he had 
referred. 

That. continued Lord Cecil, did create a position 
of great difficulty for the Jews and some difficulty 
for other nations, and, until they got rid of that 
difficulty they. would never settle the Jewish ques- 
tion. They felt it in all these recent outrages. 
They. had, even. before the war started, a regular 
campaign carried on in Germany against the Jewssh 
race. ere they were: they had no international! 
defence at They were attacked, robbed, ill- 
treated, and they had no one to appeal to. There 
was no Jewish Consul or Ambassador. That was a 
position which no other race occupied in the world. 

It was quite true that the Germans had behaved 
incredibly badly over this affair. But, asked Lord 
Cecil, were they quite sure that there was not even in 
other nations some. clement of antisemitism. Not 
in all nations, perhaps, but in very many of them. 
Yet in all those matters the Jew was left without any 
international, formal defencé. He was, if he might 
say so, to some extent Statcless. 

Thoroughly Falee Position 

This was a very widespread evil, and the effect 
of their Statclessness and of having nobody .to 
appeal to teft,\them in a thorougliily false position. 
They were regarded as a kind of international 
agency by anti-Semites, not quite to be trusted. That 
Was @ very serious matter and he veniored to think 
that they had got to put the Jew in precisely the 
same position as the member of any other race 
and of any other nationality before they would 
ect rid of the Jewish question. (Applause.) 

He did noi ask for any special consideration, for 
any preferential treatment, But they had the right 
to be treated like anybody else. “ | am quite sure,’ 
said Lord Cech, “ that that ts not only in their own 
interests, but in the interests of everybody, because 
this anti-Semitism is a great danger and as long as 
it cxists will remain a great danger to the peace of 
the world.” (tApplause.) 

* 1 very much wish and hope,” he said, “ that my 
Jewish hearers will realise that this is not only a 
Jewish question, but an international question as 
well and that they will insist that it should be treated 
in that way, and that they will desire and work for 
a solution which will get rid of this, international 


evil as well as restore prosperity and safety to 
the Jew.”

VANDALISM IN KIEV 
Jewish Cultural Treasures Destroyed 


The Nazis have destroved all Jewish institutes, 
schools, theatres, and libraries in Kiev 

Among the ruimed treasures is the Morris Vin- 
chevsky Jewish State Library opened in 1924, which 
in pre-war days received an annual State subsidy of 
150.000 roubles. It consisted of 20-rooms, two large 
reading halis, and a research hall 

Over 150,000 books in many languages, mcluding 
Hebrew, Russian, and Yiddish, were burned, as 
well as the autographs of many famous Jewish 
writers, and the manuscripts of Shalom Aleichem, 
which were to have been piaced m a Shaiom 
Aleichem Muscum that it was imtended to erect 
in Kiev in 1938. 

Another valuable Jewish library destroyed was 
that of the Jewish Section of the Ukramian Academy 
of Science. It contained the largest colléction of 
Jewish books in Europe and it included Jewish 
libraries transferred from Leningrad and other 
cities. The Library also contained some very rare 
Jewish press archives.

A DARING COUP 


Copenhagen Synagogue Property 
Saved 


An almost incredife coup was br , off on 


. Monday afternoon, November 8, at the Synagogue 


in Krystalgade, Copenhagen, when a youth, mas- 
querading as a police officer, accosted the caretaker 
and demanded the key of the Synagogue on the 
pretext of inspecting the contents. 

After making copious notes he said he would 
return the following day at 8 a.m, He did returh— 
with six removal men and two lorries, requisitioned 
in the name of the police. They removed 43 boxes 
filled with books, notes, and religious vessels, while 
the caretaker looked on, .They returned. again the 
next day, took away more property. Then the so- 
called police disappeared, after having saved all the 
Synagogue treasures. 

‘It has recently been revealed that the Synagogue 
was the scene ot a number of National-Socialist 
attacks in October, 1942, and February, 1943, when 
incendiary bombs were placed imside itt. Only 
negligible damage was caused, The King expressed 
personal regret at these attacks. Three subsequent 
attacks were frustrated by the police, together with 


an anti-sabotage guard consisting of young Jews 


organised by the community. 
Jewish Property Plundered 


The Nazi authorities in Denmark have confiscated 
insurance policies, shares, and securities held by 
Jews. They have announced that some part of 
the confiscated Jewish property in Denmark is to 
be given to Danish workers who lost their employ- 
ment aS a result of the closing of Jewish businesses 
whose owners had been deported or who had 
escaped from the’ country.

ONE point should be kept steadily in mind in any approach 
to the matter of Sir Oswald Mosiey’s release. The really 
important questions tt raises are far wider and graver than 
any ordinary political issues, They. transcend any par- 
ticular sectional interest, even the interests of Jews, who 
have been the greatest martyrs of the Fascist onset. They 
are certainly vastly more important than the personality 
of any single individual. Of these truths the mstant and 
widespread fury throughout the country at the freeing of 
the Fascist leader—a reaction by no means confined to 
the Labour movement—are unmistakable evidence. The 
real issue so suddenly and alarmingly—and, it seems, 
unnecessarily—-thrust .upon the public is, .it is revealed, 
whether Britain's responsible leaders are ag heart and 
soul in the war against the monstrosity Fascism; or 
whether, when it comes to the point, they are more or 
less indifferent to this aspect of the struggle, however deter- 
mined they may be to defeat Germany and Japan for 
ether reasons which might commend themselves less 
forcibly to the masses whose sacrifice is involved. It must 
be stressed from the outset that in this matter the general 
question of the rights and wrongs of Regulation 188 do not 
arise. 

The speech of the Home Secretary in defence of his 
action, with its reservations and omissions, was actually 
no defence at all. Almost every sentence of it could 
be effectively countered by readers of ordinary intelligence 
where it was not contradicted by other parts of the speech 
itself. In the main he took cover behind the opinion of 
five medical practitioners, including the King’s physician, 
a piece of lavishness which, many a poor man must reflect, 
‘js not open to his own slender purse, and which might lead 
him to recall Mr.:Justice Darling's bitter witticism that “ in 
this country jalstice is open to everyone—like the Ritz 
Hotel.” The doctors are said to have declared that if the 
patient remained under the conditions which are insepar- 
able from detention, there would be substantial risk of his 
iliness—thrombo-phiebitis—cxtending and thereby pro- 
ducing permanent damage to health, and even danger to 
life. . Note that there was no suggestion of any immediate 
danger. On the contrary, Mosley is to report personally 
“every month and may travel as far as seven miles from his 
house. The quéstion, according to Mr. Morrison, was 
whether there was a reasonable chance of checking serious 
deterioration of the patient's health if he were not allowed 
“a greater measure of freedom for outdoor exercise "— 


surely the first occasion on which fourteen-muile walks were , 


prescribed for phiebitis!-—than is possible in a place of 
detention. But the conditions laid down for release are 
otherwise so stringent that the Home Secretary describes 
them as a system of control approximating to house arrest. 

He admits that medical considerations cannot be para- 
mount but nvust be subordinate to the demands of national 
security. He admits that restrictions, “however stringent, 
cannot provide as effective a method of control as con- 
finement.” But he goes on to assert that no “ undue risk ” 
in this respect would be incurred as a result of release, 
under severe conditions, “in the circumstances obiaining 
at the present day.” Twice in the course of his speech 
he stressed the importance of these words “ uhdue risk.” 
What did he intend fo convey by them? What would the 
Home Secretary regard as an undue risk, and for what 
serious countervailing consideration should the nation be 
called upon to accept even a risk that was only “due” 
and not “undue Every day. hundreds of our airmen 
are ordered to fly through perilous German defences to 
their targets. The tolt of splendid young lives mounts up 
and up. We never hear any whinings that they must 
never be ordered to take “undue”™ risks. Nor have we 
ever heard that five doctors are called in to examine them 
so as to tell us that a change of air and better conditions 
would do them good. This astonishing tenderness of con- 
sideration compares strangely with the treatment of anti- 
Nazi Jewish refugees suffering the severe rigours of intern- 
ment in the early days of the war, those refugees who 
nevertheless had sufficient genuine hatred of Fascism to 
write “ better that many of us innocent ones suffer in this 
way than thafa single Nazi spy should creep through the 
official net.”

But only a week or so 
ago the Prime Minister was solemnly warning the country 
of the possibility of new forms of assault on these islands. 
Doesn't Mr. Morrison read the Prime Minister's speeches, 
or does he pooh-pooh them? Years age, before Fascism was

_on grounds of health. There, too, it was justified on the 
pica that circumstances had altered and that no undue 
risk was being taken by the Weimar Republic.

than it has for German Nazi ideology! 

We have said that the issues now raised transcend in 
importance the question of any individual. 
must occupy every British thought is the realisation that 
we, with all our Allies, are out to defeat the greatest menace 
ever presented to the very bases of Civilisation, Fascism. That 
formidable fact—the menace of Fascism or Nazism—colours 
every utterance in Russia and. governs every activity, 
regardiess of individual sacrifice. It is the same in all the 
free lands—the people's fight is a fight against Nazism. The 
Home Secretary seems not aware of this. He seems to 
suppose that the only possible danger from Mosley’s 
release arises from that’ person himself and that once he 
has placed hith under a sort of house arrest we can all 
breathe freely again. This arrant folly overlooks the 
encouragement it will afford to the Fascists and near- 
Fascists in our midst—the members of the Right Club, 
for instance, whose identity, titled and untitled, the Govern- 
ment bave never dared to disclose—to come with reassur- 
ance from their hide-outs:, Already, in fact, an increased 
scrawling on walls of the Fascist slogan “ PJ.” (“ Perish 
Judah ’) has been noticed in London areas. Nor does the 
Home Secretary, preoccupied with the ups and downs of 
Mosley’s thermometer, seem to have anticipated the 
spontaneous and nation-wide revulsion against his deed 
which arose instantaneously even in his own Party. He 
could hardly have envisaged, what is far more serious, the 
dangerously discouraging effect this act is bound to have 
on the nation’s war effort and the whole struggle against 
Fascism. If he had, he would have asked himself whether 
the Fascist leader's health was really worth the endangering 
of countless young British soldiers’ lives. - 

Beyond that lies the effect upon our Allies abroad. Did 
Mr. Morrison stop to think of the possible reactions? 
Russia is pouring out her blood to destroy what she always 
colts “ Iiitlerite” Germany. To her, as to our. other com- 
rades in arms, Mosley was the chief symbol of Nazi- 
Fascism in Britain, the embodiment and the symbol of 


the devilish Hitlerite creed. _ The fact ‘that at this critical 


stage of the war, and just after the Moscow Conference, 
whose greatest achievement was proclaimed to be its 
restoration of confidence between the Russians and our- 
selves, this man’s prison gates were opened, was bound to 
be read as a pointed diplomatic hint, to disturb Russian 
thoughts, to sow doubts as to this Government's sincerity 
in the anti-Fascist struggle, and to encourage the belief that 
whatever the people of Britain may. think, it ts a highly 
placed reactionary clique who are the real dictators of British 
policy, the real wire-pullers behind the scenes. Fine demo- 
cratic week-end speeches by Mr. Morrison’s colleagues will 
sound a hollow mockery when they are accompanied by 
actions of this kind. And we must remember that the 
people abroad are not yet all, convinced believers im 
“ Faithful Albion.” | 

' Jt is Questionable whether even the repercussions of Mr. 
Morrison's action in the other Commonwealth Nations 
were ever dreamt of by him or by those colleagues of his 
in the Cabinet who, he suggests, encouraged him in this 
piece of crass political folly—though possibly with an 
intention far other than Mr. Morrison imagined. The 
remarks in the Dominions have an unpleasant, not to say 
minatory, sound. “An insult to the Allied Forces who 
are fighting Fascism,” thunders the MELBOURNE SUN. 
“Worth a whole battalion to the German Army,” comments 
the President of the Australian Miners’ Federation. “ One 
of the most dastardly things ever perpetrated on a demo- 
cratic people,” asserts the Secretary of the New South 


Wales Trades and Labour Council, the biggest organised - 


union in the country. If any more evidence of the same 
reaction is required, it will be found in.the Canadian press. 
Poor Mr. Morrison! Nobody understands him, Perhaps 
he doesn't even understand himself. Certainly he has given 
a classical example of lack of political vision, and in 


politics as with nations, where there is no vision the party. 


perisheth—as astute Labour members already realise. What 
he has done is plain enough. He has injected into inter- 
Allied relationships the deadly poison of suspicion. He 
has injected that same poison into the minds of the workers 
of Britain upon whose lives and liberty Fascism is always 
ready to spring. He has taken the edee off their war effort 
by putting into their minds a horrid doubt as to. the 
sincerity of. the Government's policy towards Fascism—and 
if he imagines he can dispel! that by a wave of the hand and 
a few magic words he is a bigger bungler than should be in 
the office he holds. And all this~-for what? He cannot even 
say in the words of his former leader: “ All the Duchesses 
in London will want to kiss me when they learn what I have 
done.” 


In these conditions it is good to hear that there will be 
‘a Parliamentary Debate. 


The British people's sound 
political judgment must be given responsible and orderly 
expression, and the House of Commons the opportunity 
of showing that even the many years since its last general 
election have not placed its members so far out of contact 
with the people as to blind them to the enormity of 
Morrison’s bétise—to give it the most generous descrip- 
tion. More light must also be thrown on the question 
whether Mr. Morrison's action was unilateral or whether 
it had the War Cabinet's definite approval. Failing that, 
the suspicion will-extend to the solidarity of the Govern- 
ment, with inevitable effects on its prestige and authority, 
and possibly calamitous results on our vital political war 
front.

were welcomed at a gathering recently organised by the Com- 
mittee for a Jewish Army., Of this total, 80,000 were found 
fit for service, and 30,000, he said, had so far been accepted. 
But, he pointed out, when these Jews joined up it was in the 
belief which was generally known at the time and was not 
discouraged that they were to form eventually the nucleus for 
a Jewish Army fighting under its own colours, not spread 
about throughout the British Forces. It was- always difficult, 
the sergeant added, for these Jewish soldiers to understand the 
reason behind the refusal to receive Jews as a fully fledged 
ally, in the same way as the Free French, the Poles, the Czechs, 
and others. They in Palestine, he urged, were Jews by 
nationality, and they regarded that country as the Jewish State, 
in accordance with the Balfour Declaration which proclaimed 
Palestine as a Jewish National Home. Therefore, when they 
demanded their own separate units it was as legitimate as the 
desire of the Canadian, French, Indian, or other nationals to 
fight under their own name. In another poignant sentence the 
speaker exclaimed that they looked with envy at those Scots, . 
Irish, Indian, and other regiments who could fight and win 
glory for their own people, “ especially when they knew that 
there were four Arab armies in existence under -British pro- 
tection, all of them more or less neutral, except the Iraqgian 
army (which had fought against the British), and the Arab 
army of Mussolini.” This he might have supplemented by the 
further reflection that none of the other Armies amongst the 
Allied Forces which had been permitted to work under their 
own name had anything like the same terrible wrongs to 
settle as have the hundreds of thousands of Jewish soldiers 
enlisted in the present struggle. The British submissiveness to 
the neutral Arabs is only likely to lead to swelled Arab heads 
and increased arrogance, and the only dividends it will pay will 
be in increasing demands for “ danegeld.” Truly, the British 
Government has gone badly astray in its political calculations. 
Sergt. Farkas took the opportunity to speak of the friendly 
and comradely spirit prevailing between the Jewish and non- 
Jewish British soldiers and uttered the wish, which we all share, 
that its spirit could be transferred to Parliament and the 
Government. It is not the first time in history that the ordinary 
Tommy has seen, clearer than the clever interests higher up, 
the way to real victory. 


DOWN--AND OUT! 

and archaeologists often interest and thrill us 
with their stories of vanished peoples. But, almost under 
our very eyes, a whole community of three and a half million 
souls is to-day being brought to complete annihilation. Of 
the 34 millions of Jews in Poland before the war, it is doubt- 
ful, said the Polish Government a few days ago, whethér 
more than a few hundred thousand still remain. In these 
few words is revealed one of the greatest, if not the greatest, 
of tragedies in hyman history—-a. tragedy so grim and so 
savage that imagination boggles at it, and wishful thinkers 
persuade themselves that it cannot. be true. True, all too 
unhappily, it is. And true, too, that while it is being con- 
summated the great civilised Powers stand by almost idle and, 
if appearances alone could be trusted, unmoved. The 
coreligionists of Polish Jewry or of such remnant aS may 
survive would like to be given a chance as members of the Inter- 
Governmental Committee on Refugees to help succour and 
rehabilitate their brethren, but, to judge by Prof. Brodetsky’s 
statement on Sunday, all attempts to secure some official participa- 
tion by Jewry in the Inter-Governmental Committee have failed. 
Yet Jews are especially well equipped to give valuable counsel 
on such a body, while their official presence there would be of 
real value in other respects when the work starts. Certainly if it 
comes to a matter of philanthropy, the record of the Jewish 
people is quite definitely unexcelled by any of the peoples 
whose presence has been welcomed on the Committee. But 
the British and American Governments steadily refuse to con- 
sider the Jewish plea in this matter. The Jew must not only 
be refused the chance to fight in his own name, but the chance 
even to raise, as a Jew, his fallen brother from the dust. Se 
on one more occasion the Jews as a people are selected for 


_ a special dose of humiliation, as beneath or not worth con- 


sideration, The double tragedy is that there are Jews. dis- 
tinguished at least in the general world, who by their tacit 
countenancing of this and a dozen other snubs for their people, 
allow the dominating powers to remain ‘convinced that to-day 
Jews have not even any seif-respect left. And so, their pauperi- 
sation being complete, they are to be treated like so many — 
beggars, with charity of varying degrees below zero. 


THE RED CROSS 


IN a recent speech Private Kraus, one of the repatriated 
Jewish prisoners of war, paid, as all his returning comrades 
have done, a glowing tribute to the Red Cross. He owed his 
life, he said, to the British doctors and the Red Cross Organisa- 
tion behind them. He knew how much time, energy, devotion, 
and money were spent by the British to sa¥e one <ewish. life. 
Though the Germans knew they were Jews—and all of them 
proudly said so—the Germans could not do anything to harm 
them under the vigilant eye of the International Red Cross, 
for they realised that tf anything happened to the Jewish 
prisoner of war retribution would folfow,. This statement will 


be a comforting assurance to the parents and wives ef Jewish 


officers and men who have fallen into German hands. Now, 


as ever in its glorious career, the Red Cross has been 4 


ministering angel, an oasis of humanity and-civilisation inthe 
grim wilderness of barbarism and savagery, one of the few 
things which fortify the much-tried spirit of human hope. to 
the part it thus plays in the relief-of suffering and the support 
of our moral courage, none of us—and least of all Jews-—can 
be indifferent.

‘Even the wide-open 


The Jew’s Birthright 


..+. thus Esau despised his birthright.” 


SE words are really the key to the extra- 

ordinary story of the carly relations between 

Jacob and his twin brother. It is obviously 
strange that the Bible should (in the portion we read 
to-morrow) be at pains to narrate in such emphatic 
detail what on the surface would appear to be two 
very questionable actions on the part of Jacob 
towards his brother Esau and that @ should at 
the same time maintain throughout the basic idea 
of Jacob's Divine election as inheritor of God's 
covenant. with Abraham. Indeed the superficial 
interpretation of this narrative has been wickedly 
misused by more than one enemy of Israel to pre- 
tend that the methods employed by Jacob towards 
his brother, his exploitation of his hunger in the 
pottage incident, and the subterfuge whereby he 
tricked his father m the matter of the biessing, are 
indications that Jews in general approve behaviour 
of this kind. But, of course, the profundity of the 
Bible's lessons goes down to conceptions of far 
greater depths and, it would seem, are mdicated in 
the apparent paradon of the righteous Lord of the 
universe especially choosing for his inscrutable 
parece to gidrify his Name through the transfer 
of the heritage of Abraham to one who secures this 
sublime giory through means that are ugly. and 
unethical, 

For through this we are enabled as by no other 
means to orrentate our minds im such a way as to 
grasp the relative significance of the Jewish bifth- 
nght and blessing. Here was Jacob, the sinner in 
the ordinary ways of human relations, preferred to 
his likable, gallant, passionate brother, their father’s 
favourite, Esau, because the latter committed 
as it were a super-sin; or to put if another way, 
was lacking im a quality ich was absolutely 
essential for the Divine purpo “ Esau despised 
bes birthright.” . This leads us to the greater truth 
lying deep below the surface of Yhis strange narra- 
tive; and like all the mighty truths of the Bible it 
is eternally operative_with the infallibility of a 
mathematical law 

\yW' have seen.in Jewish hrstory that without 

except ion .the Abrahamic succession has 
automatically passed away from all those Jews who 
have taken up the atti ‘tude of Esau, however charm- 
ing and worthy they may have been individually in 
other respects. - And tt has not mattered whethe: 
they accepted willingly the fruits of their attitude 
or whether, like Esau, they wept for a littl while 
and occasionalty indulged tn nostalgic twimges as they 
thought of the blessing which would not pass on 
to thetr. children, and their children’s children— 
ECnerauions that would pass away from Israel to 
be lost among the Gentiles. In our own times 
these despisers of their Jewish birthright are often 
very insistent on what they call Jewish ethics. thus 
in yet another way reflecting the Esau-Jacob story 
They seek to set their fegard for individual morality 
in the balance against thew disregard tor thei 
Jewish birthright, which is about @s logical as 
attempting to equate Mount Everest with yesterday's 
sunrise. These two things are mexpressible and 
certainly unmeaserabic in each other's terms. The 
Jews might to his Jewish inheritance can only be 
won by fis determination that be and his shail, as 
far as lies in his power, be and remiam Jews. a 
peopice of divine destiny and above all & people 
apart. That determination lies deep in u 1¢ heart of 
the reat Jew, the Jew who inherits Jacob's blessing, 
and it is that determunation which alone can secure 


The birthright and the blessing in 
of Divine purpose and is not by any means a 
physical or material advantage judged by puMEn 
estimation. The story of the. Jews, the presen 
ieriibie fate which has befallen the mortal existence 
of millions of our brothers and sisters. makes this 
luridiy plain... Indeed it is even absurd to speak of 
uch ideas as benefit o7 disadvantage in this con- 
neciien, We are cither Jews determined so to 
remain or we ate not—and the matter 1s neither one 
of wellare nor individual. morality but of God's 
un erates able will 

UT the failure to realise this lesson of Esau 

and Jacob is vety evident in many Jewish 
spheres to-day, especially in our religious organisa- 
tions, where we are constantly hearing complaints of 
the failure of what ts sometrmes calied “ organised 
religion, In many cases this can be traced to the 
fact that Eksaus who despise their birthright have 
found their way to the positions of command. In 
reality they are, in their innermost feelings, Jews 
only by what they regard as the misfortunes of 
birth. Their every move is inspired by the desire 
to disinherit themselves, and only the pressure of 
Gentile hostility and perhaps a vague fear of ridi- 
cule keeps them from. religiously “ going over.”’ 
But their existence is a source of weakness to real 
Jews whom, subconsciously, they hate for their 
inhéritance. 

To the problem which these things present to-day 
the: e.seems little chance of immediate solution 
There are no more spacious “* hunting grounds “to 
absorb and swallow up our present-day Esaus. 
arms of the Christ ian com- 
munion no longer offer immediate lebensraum 
to Esau, thanks to the racial theories of Fascism. 
But let us neve! forget this lesson of Genesis Let 
us see the Position clearly and each man ask him- 
self: Am I an inheritor of Jacob's biessing or do I 
m my heart despise my birthright? 
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THE HITLERIAN POISON

“ There is growing anti-Semitism in this country,” 
said the Bishop of Chichester (Dr. G. A. Bell) 
in an address to the Hove Rotary Club, of which he 
is a member, on Tuesday. 

* You hear,” he continued, “ such remarks as 
* Perhaps Hitler was not so far wrong after all,” 
“What about these black markets? ° and so an. 
Part of it is no doubt due to the psychological 
effect of the long dose of Hitlerian poison in Europe 
which flows over into this country. 

Dr. Bell pointed out the close connection between 
amti-Semitism and attacks on freedom and said it 
was an historic fact that the persecution of the 
Jews was associated in every country with the rise 
of Fascism, 

In Great Britain one party and one only from 
the start Set its face against the Jews and that was 
the Fascist party. Dr. Bell recalled the Mos 
demonstrations of 1934 and 1936 and said wit 
the autumn of 1942 there was a recrudescence of 
Fascism and anti-Semitism which found expression 
in the chalking on walls of Fascist slogans 

The shelter disaster in East London would be 
remembered and how. quickly the rumours spread 
that n was the Jews who were responsible—a rumour 
which had been completely disproved. 

With regard to black markets, went on Dr. Bell, 
personal investigation had shown him that it was 
untrue that Jews predominated in the proceedings 
that had been taken. 

In the last war, of 650 men who won the Victorm 
Cross, six were Jews—a pretty good record. Eighty 
Jews were decorated or mentioned for distinguished 
conduct at Dunkirk, and Genera! Smuts had said of 
the Jews in this war that whoever else failed or 
faltered the Jews played their part. 

Out of the first 13 men to be awarded the George 
Cross two were Jews. 

In conclusion he quoted with approval the words 
of Pope Pius XI that anti-Semitism was a movement 
in which oT eee could have no part whatsoever.

Similarities between the proposals made by the 
lrag Government for the solution of Middle East 
problems and plans discussed by Dr. J. L.. Magnes, 
President of the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, 
with representatives of Arabs and Jews, are stressed 
in an article on “ The Lebanese Crisis": in the 
ECONOMIST. 

Referring to the schemes for an Arab federation 
which are at present under discussion, the article 
says that “ by far the most concrete and practicable 
is the plan claborated by the Iraq Government, 
which corresponds in many ways to an earlier: plan 
discussed by a group of Arabs and Jews in Jeru- 
salem under the leadership of Dr. Magnes. The 
core of both schemes is the restoration of a single 
Syria by bringing Lebanon, Syria, Palestine, and 
Transjordan together in a single State. ‘The Iraq 
plan suggests that the new Syria shouid federate 
with lrag in a union open to other Arab States, and 
provides fo: elaborate minofity guarantees, 
specifically for the Jews in Palestine. 

This or any sintilar plan,” the article gontinues, 
stands little chance of success without some 
backing from the Great Powers concerned with 
the Middiec East For one thing, no minority, 
Christian ot Jewish, would accept such a scheme 
unless treaty relations were established with the 
British, French; and if possible the Americans, 
which guaranteed the presence of their garrisons 
and, gave them at ieast an unofficial oversight of 
minority rights” 


THE HATIKVAH TUNE 


Its Ancient Jewish Origin 


From the Rev. H. MAYEROWITSCH 
Fo the Editor of THe Jews CHRONICLE 


Six,~—On Septémber 26, 1930, you kindly published 
a letter of mine in which | emphatically refuted the 
suggestion that the Hatikvah tune bore a Bohemian 
melody from the musical poem Vitava by Smetana. 
Moreover, | then proved conclusively that the tune 
was a most fitting adaptation of an ancient Sefardic 
hymn employed by the Spanish and Portuguese Jews 
for Psalm 117 (Hallet) as well as for other texts of 
their time-honoured bturgy. 

Ya itt & a distressing faci at many Jewish listeners to 
the frequent broadcasts of Smetana’s Vitava got the 
crroneets idea that it was the origin of the Hatikvah: and 
even the recently-noblishal Vallentine’s “Jewish Eacycio- 
padia "which ought to tnow better—states that the 
Hatikvah “ probably derives from Moravian folk music.’ 

With your permission I would again attempt to counteract 
this widespread misconception in the light of new discoverics 
I made on this subject 

Naphtali Herz Imber composed the porm Hatikvah in 1878, 
the year of the foundation of the Colony Petach Tikvah, 
Henry Busato (or Russotio)..a noted mitsician, and probably 
a Sefardi Jew. set himself task of finding a suitable mime 
to this ecstatic patriotic poem. and-——as if visualising that it 
was destined to become the Jewish National Anthcm-—he 
refrained from mationalising any “* alicn “" melody. but simply 
turned for inspiration to what is “* ihe recorenised repository 
of the anciett song of israci.’ the Sefardic Synagogue. 
He succeeded admirably. and the tune became immediately 
popular ali over the worid 

Furthermore, i must be borne in mind that the Scfardic 
Haliel was published for the first time in 185° in a volume 
entitled “The Ancient Melodies of the Liturgy of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Jews ": whereas the Bohemian 
melody by Smetana was finished in 1879. But any inicihgent 
and attentive listener will find the iatter ipelody though 
somewhat similar yet definitely not identical with the 
Sephardic Halle! 

This can also be unmistakably noted Py comparing the 
two melodies in question standing sidc by side:

The Essence of 
Good Marriage 


Does the Jewish bride ask too much, 
is the theme of our contributor 


E opinion is often expressed, as recent corre- 
spondence has revealed, that the Jewish giri 
when she marries has too high a standard of ' 
requirements, wants to begin her married life ai the 
int of domestic achievement which her parenis 
ave reacted after many years of striving, and is 
incapable of balancing with romancé the materia! 
shortcomings of her proposed Generali- 
sations of this nature are misleading and often con- 
trary to the true facts. It would not be difficult io 
find cases concerning non-Jewish girls to match 
every Jewish case put forward. 

But that such charges shOwjd have been levelled 
against Jewish girls and used tO egplain, or even to 
condone, the intention of Jewish yo@mg men to marry 
outside the faith gives sufhicient Zrounw warrant a 
closer examination of the matter. Many tewish 
girls do ask quite a lot when they marry. They taye 
been encouraged by their parents to expect from 
theip future husbands, if not the top brick off the 
chimney, then at least as many of the supporting 
bricks as will serve to give them security and 
comfort. 

But there are t¥o poimts to remember in this 
First, young Jewish men, too, m the majority o! 
cases, have been consistently indulged by thei: 
parents, and led to believe that their requirements 
are of superlative importance, and every young 
Jewish wife knows in her bones that her mother-in- 
law will spend the first months or perhaps years of! 
her son's married life secretly deploring the fact 
that his food ts neither as adequate nor as we!! 
cooked as it was under her own regime. 

The second point is that a great deal ot the 
apparent luxury of the newly married Jewish girl's 
life and home is often deliberately used to impress 
others, and not least to further the social and busi- 
ness interests of her husband. This attitude towards 
life often runs as an undercurrént throughout the 
girl's adolescence. She ts taught to set much store 
on appearances. She is induced, often at the 
expense of her parents, or younger members of the 
family, to dress in a style sometimes ridiculously in 
excess of the family’s financial! position. Why? 
because, it is sought to argue, by so doing, by pre- 
tending to an affluence that does not really exis! 
she will be sought in marriage by a young man in 
better circumstances than she might otherwise 
attract. 


Young Man to Blame ? 


It would, however, secm that, leaving aside the 
ethics of such a deception, it is the materialism of 
the young man who by marriage looks for financia! 
aid for his Dusiness, amd not that of the yourg 
woman, which ts at. tault : 

Before decrying 01 condemning the Jewish housc- 
wife’s undoubtedly high standard of domestic irte, 
it would be wiser to imaquire just how much of the 
ultimate success Of any marriage is not after al! 
dependent on just. that vital factor,. lf home hie 
ts to survive at all, M all that ennobies the family 
as a framework for mankind is to be rescued from 
the + vent des@oaction, then it is just this demand 
of the Jewish housewife to improve her home con- 
ditions, to make her home as good as, Or even a bit 
better than, that of her parents, to bring up he 
children better than she herself was brought up, and 
to give them opportunities she herself was denied, 
that is going-to do it 

With no ambition, no progre sive drive, no initia- 
tive. no curiosity as to new metivods and new ideas. 
home life must. disintegrate. Like industry, the 
home must be rationalised and snodernised or. jus 
go out of husiness. So what's the use of holding : 
up the Jewish. girl to unnecessary criticism. just 
because she sets about her task at the very eariicst 
stages? The young Jewish men who see in the 
ambitions of those they would wed a deterrent to 
their approach are just funking the facts They 
will benefit primarily from the efforts of a really 
energetic and ambitious wife. They will enjoy not 
only the comforts and refinements of a good home, 
but still further the pride and contentment in a weil- 
reared and: well-educated family—for which. inci- 
dentally they will take all the credit | 

But a really efficient family unit cannot be bui!t 
up without struggie and efiort on the part of both 
parties to the contract. So long as the sacrifice and 
Struggle are equally shared by hisband and wile. 
so long as both co-operate, so long will the marriage 
endure and the tamily prosper. [It is m-the final 
goai that the whale essence of the good marriage 
hes. -It may be entered into with an excess of 
romantic feeling, or even with little. It may be 
stabilised: by financial contributions from cith¢ 
husband or wife, or from both. Of it may be tora!! 
dependent on the energies of both parties But - i! 
its object is‘ human betterment, if it aims at maki 
a specific contribution. to humanity by providir': 
men and women of high principles and good nairts. 
if from its beginning it is dedicated not to its own 
narrow requirements but to those of the whoije 0! 
mankind, it will steadfastly survive the “orms and 
stresses along its path. 


SAVING EUROPE’S JEWS 
Government Agency Urged in U.S.A.

US. ARMY OFFICIAL CARTOONIST 


Lieutenant Who Sold Kasher Sausages 


An American Jew who until five years ago had 
helped his father in his kasher sausage shop in 
Chicago and then made good as one of Amgica’s 
leading cartoonists, in 
England as official cartoonist 
in the European Theatre of 
Operations for the American 
Forces’ famous daily paper, 
STARS AND STRIPES. 

He is Lieutenant Dave 
Breger. 35 years old and the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Ben 
Breger, of who 
hailed originally from the 
Ukraine, which they left 
seven years before their son 
was born. Lieutenant Breger’s 
sister is in the American 
W.A.C. Before Dave Breger's 
arrival in England as a soldicr, 
he had visited this country in 
1931—for one week only. 

Every week for many months (write a Jewisn 
CHRONICLE representative) he drew a big Composite 
cartoon for the Yan«, the U.S. Forces weekly, on 
which he was an Art: Editor, and a daily smaller 
cartoon for the Stags anp Sratrees. For some time 
now he has been regularly drawing a special com- 
posite cartoon for the agg Fi which, like the 
smaller ones he formerly did, is syndicated to no 
fewer than fifty newspapers, including several 
Canadian ones.

20,000,000 Readers 


For the syndicated daily feature, he has.a civilian 
readership of about 20,000,000 in mind, while for 
the weekly Yank his cartoons were concerned solely 
with the soldier. 

He confessed to me that he had had"no academic 
training im art, that he started doing cartoons in 
New York not more than five years ago, and that 
before then he sold kasher sausages in his father’s 
shop in Chicago, from 1932 to 1938. Before 1932 
he had travelied for a year in Europe, Russia, Pales- 
tine, and the Near East, after having graduated 
at the North Western University. 

As far as his Army cartoons are concer: ed, there 
is no use made of Jewish humour, nor,. for that 
matter, of negro. Army regulations do not permit 
it, it seems. .-“ Even if it were allowed to use 
* Jewish humour,’ however,” he said, “ | wouldn't do 
it, because | believe that a persecuted minority race 
should not be cartooned.” 

The urge to take humorous drawing up profes- 
sionally came to hitm when he got “ sick and tired 
of being im the sausage business,” he said 

Lieutenant Breger is married, and his wife, who 
lives in New York, gave birth to ther first child 
early this year .In commemoration of this happy 
event, Dave's father, who is a keen Zionist, bought 
a plot of land in Palestine.

JEWISH VOICE IN TUNIS 


The first two issues of La Voix Jurve, of Tunisia, 
have been received, and there is something poignant 
about the appearance, after a long interval, of a 
Jewish newspaper in that part of North Africa that 
was so long under the heel of the Axis barbarians.
